Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
two slide plates mounted for horizontal sliding movement in different directions by 
applying a pressing force and in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base 
claims. 

In view of Applicant's arguments presented in the telephone interview and the 
After Final response of March 24, 2004, the Examiner agrees that the Fukunaga 
reference does not read on Applicant's claims.
